Ike Pledges To Continue Civil Rights Drive 

President Eisenhower promised to continue the 
administration’s drive for racial equality and to do 
what he could to end racial segregation wherever 
Federal authority extends. 

Declaring that his administration has made “great 
progress” in eliminating segregation in the military 
service and in the nation’s capital, the nation’s chief 
executive told the NAACP’s freedom fulfillment con- 
ference in Washington that, nevertheless, the job 
was still incomplete. 

He told the 2,000 delegates: “By and large the 
mass of Americans want to be decent, good and just 
and don’t want to make a difference based on incon- 
sequential facts of color or race.’”’ The President said 
the “great mass of Americans” want to make reali- 
ties the statement of Abraham Lincoln that this na- 
tion was dedicated to the proposition that all men 
are created equal and the words of the writers of the 
Declaration of Independence that all men are created

equal and were endowed by their creator with certain 
inalienable rights. Mr. Eisenhower declared, “I believe 
the great majority of Americans want to make this con- 
cept a living reality in their daily lives.” 

In another address at the one-day conference, NAACP 
secretary Walter White lauded the two previous Demo- 
cratic presidents and Eisenhower for “using influence 
and power to eradicate the color line,” but lashed out at 
Congressional leaders. He charged that Congress has not 
enacted a major civil rights law since Reconstruction. 

Asserting that it was impossible to calculate the costs 
of racial prejudice another keynote speaker, Dr. Ralph 
Bunche, United Nations’ trusteeship division director, 
said that discrimination saps the nation’s moral strength, 
spreads venom and provides damaging propaganda for 
the enemy. 

At week’s end, NAACP officials announced more than 
$500,000 was pledged to finance its drive to end U. S. Jim 
Crow by January 1, 1963, the 100th anniversary of Lin- 
coln’s Emancipation Proclamation—a project that tends 
to surpass the long-range fight against Jim Crow schools 
now pending before the U. S. Supreme Court. 
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Ala. Gets First Negro Candidate In 70 Years 

For the first time since Reconstruction, six Ne- 
groes seek public and party posts in Alabama. Bir- 
mingham lawyer Arthur D. Shores is the first Negro 
to run for the state legislature since the post-Civil 
War era, when the body’s membership was almost 
entirely Negro. Whites give the Negro candidates 
little chance of winning because of the state’s low 
race registration—about 60,000 of an estimated 500,- 
000 total. 











Ohio Governor Ends Jim Crow National Guard 

Segregation in the Ohio National Guard was ordered 
discontinued by Gov. Frank J. Lausche. The Guard was 
reactivated in January, after serving two years as a Fed- 
eralized outfit in the states and in Korea. Prior to that 
time, Negroes served exclusively in Jim Crow detach- 
ments. 


Senator Offers Job To Accused ‘Red’ Pentagon Worker 

A Negro Pentagon clerk, who 
was suspended following accusa- 
tions of a white FBI informant 
that she was a Communist 10 
years ago, was promised “another 
job” by Sen. Stuart Symington 
(D., Mo.) if she was not returned 
to her Army post. Impressed by 
Miss Annie Lee Moss’ repeated 
denials that she ever was a Com- 
munist, Senator Symington told 
her at a Senate committee hear- 
ing: “I may be sticking my neck 
out but I think you are telling 
the truth.” Earlier, Sen. John L. 
McClellan (D., Ark.) charged An..ie Lee Muss 
that Miss Moss lost her job although the committee failed 
to prove she was a Communist. Mrs. Mary Markward, the 
FBI agent, could not identify Miss Moss at an earlier 
hearing, committee members said. 
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LOUIS STILL OWES $544,945 TAX, 

A $62,289 trust fund, set up in a Chicago bank for Joe 
Louis’ two children, was sought by the government to 
help pay the ex-heavyweight champion’s reported $544,945 
income tax bill from 1946 to 1949. Disclosure of the gov- 
ernment move came when lawyers for the First National 
Bank, trustees of the fund, filed a petition in the Tax 
Court in Washington opposing the Internal Revenue 
Bureau claim. The U. S. contends that the fund, which 
was created in 1949 by Joe’s ex-wife, Marva, in behalf of 
their children, Jacqueline, 9, and Joe Jr., 6, was estab- 
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Senator Names First Kentucky Negro To West Point 
James Phillips Holland, Kentucky State College sonpho- 
more and top honor student, was nominated by Sen. John 
Sherman Cooper (R., Ky.) for appointment to the U. S. 
Military Academy at West Point and became the first 
Negro ever named by a Kentucky congressman. Valedic- 
torian of his 1952 graduating class at State Street High 
School in Bowling Green, Holland, 19, was recommended 
by President R. B. Atwood of Kentucky State College. 


10 Negro Paratroopers Injured In Mass N. C. Jump 

Ten Negro paratroopers, including five who received 
broken legs or arms, were among 80 injured in the Army’s 
largest peacetime paratrooper and equipment drop at 
Fort Bragg, N. C. Two white parachutists were killed in 
the 9,000-man mass jump. 


Kin Of Auto Victim Win $60,000 In Tenn. 

Families of two men, who burned to death in an auto- 
mobile accident last year near Memphis, were awarded 
$61,000, the largest sum ever paid in a Tennessee court 
for damages to Negroes. The men, Paul Cloud, 38, and 
Arthur Lee Frison, 38, both of Collierville, were killed 
when their car burned after being rammed by an auto 
occupied by two white men, who were defendants in the 
suit.

Claiming they are closer kin to the late Sim Purnside, 
who left a $200,000 estate, than his 25 white second 
cousins, seven Mississippi Negroes filed a suit in Philadel- 
phia, Miss., asking that they be awarded the estate. The 
white claimants had the timberman’s will invalidated 
last year, claiming he was of unsound mind when he set 
aside his timberland (800 acres) for a game refuge and 
his cash for the upkeep of the preserve. 


White Policeman Jailed In Md. For Beating Negro 

A white policeman, who beat a Negro he arrested on 
suspicion of robbery, began serving a six-month jail term 
in Upper Marlboro, Md. In the same case, fired police 
chief Bryan M. Dorsey of Pladensburg paid a $250 fine. It 
was the first time police officers in the Maryland-Wash- 
ington, D. C., area had been convicted of beating a Negro 
prisoner. 
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End Discrimination at Ky. Amphitheater 

Racial bars at the Iroquois Amphitheater were ordered 
lifted by officials of the Louisville (Ky.) Park Theatrical 
Association, climaxing a long fight of Negro private or- 
ganizations to attend the association’s productions at the 
city-owned theater. A spokesman said the order means 
“no discrimination whatsoever.” 


Texas Names First Negro Beauty Shop Inspector 

Mrs. Vadie Troy of Houston became the first Negro 
beauty shop inspector in Texas after receiving a $350-a- 
month appointment from the State Board of Cosmetolo- 
gists.

‘Brown Condor’ Hurt In Air Crash In Ethiopia 
Chicago flier John C. Robinson was se- 
riously injured in Ethiopia when his 
trainer plane crashed and burned at the 
Addis Ababa Airport. An Italian engi- 
neer, Bruno Bianci, was killed in the 
crash. Known as the “Brown Condor,” 
Robinson went to Ethiopia in 1935 to sell 
planes and fly with Haile Selassie’s air 
force. After serving as a civilian instruc- F# 
tor for the U. S. Air Force during World ©” 
War II, he returned to Ethiopia in 1945. Robinson 


First Negro To Be Admitted To Kenya Cabinet 

An African will be selected to serve in the council of 
ministers in Kenya and become the first Negro to repre- 
sent the 5,500,000 natives in the colony’s history. Two 
Asians also will be appointed to the 16-man cabinet, ac- 
cording to Oliver Lyttelton, British colonial secretary, who 
said the government changes are being made to give Ken- 
yans greater responsibility in their own affairs. 


Jim Crow Butcher Shops End In Rhodesia 

After seven weeks of picketing, Africans in Northern 
Rhodesia won their fight against Jim Crow butcher shops 
and will now be served at the same counter as whites. In 
the past, African customers were served through small 
window hatches. 


British Captain Gets 5 Years For Cruelty To Mau Mau 

British Captain Gerald Griffiths, 43, was sentenced to 
five years in prison in Kenya for ordering a Mau Mau 
prisoner led on a patrol by a wire threaded through his 
ear and for permitting the ear of another to be sliced off 
with his knife. Lawyers said Griffiths was “obviously un- 
balanced at the time because his horse, of which he was 
fond, was tortured and killed by the cultists, and he was 
overly zealous to end the Mau Mau emergency.” 
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Races Mix For First Time To View Film In Rhodesia 

Racial barriers were lowered for the first time in the 
history of Northern and Southern Rhodesia when white 
Europeans and Africans attended the same theaters to 
see world-unity plays sponsored by Moral Re-Armament. 
After witnessing whites and Negroes mixing without an 
incident, militant South African Dr. William Nkomo, who 
once believed “the home of Africa lay only in bloody 
revolution,” changed his mind. Said he: “I realized I 
could not love my people unless I was prepared to fight 
for them in a new dimension, free from bitterness and 
hate.” 


White Women Fight Bill To Ban Africans From Roofs 
Fearing loss of their Negro servants, white housewives 
in South Africa vigorously protested a proposed law which 
would prohibit Negroes from living on the roofs of white 
apartment buildings. The Malan government is pushing 
the bill to force complete separation of Negroes and 
whites. Africans who live on the housetops and work for 
the white dwellers would be banished to reservations.

D. C. School Heads Hold First Integration Confab 
Members of the Washington, D. C., Board of Education 
and top school administrators held a secret meeting and 
for the first time discussed ways of ending Jim Crow 
classes. Concerned because the U. S. Supreme Court may 
shortly outlaw segregated classes in the city’s public 
schools, officials invited three nationally-known human 
relations experts to address the workshop group. 


First Negro Gets Honorary Degree From Monmouth 

Dr. James A. Colston, president of Knoxville (Tenn.) 
College, was granted an honorary doctor of laws degree 
by Monmouth (Ill.) College and became the first Negro 
granted this honor by the college. 





Ark. Youth Gets 380 Lashes As Teacher Watches 

A 10-year-old Hughes, Ark., schoolboy said 19 class- 
mates gave him 380 lashes for failing in his home- 
work while his teacher looked on approvingly. The 
youth, Joe Louis Hall, was taken to two doctors 
when he complained to his mother of pains in his 
back and side. The teacher, Dorothy Canada, said 
she let the 19 boys decide on how Joe should be 
punished. Their verdict: 20 lashes each. 


























Insurance Firm Ousts Dr. Savory As Presi-lent 


Dr. P. M. H. Savory, a New York physi- 
cian, was ousted as president of Chicago’s 
$5,000,000 Victory Mutual Life Insurance 
Co. and was replaced by Dr. Conrad A. 
Edwards, another New York physician. 
He was reportedly voted out during a 
Chicago board meeting because of dis- 
sension growing out of the company’s re- 
cent purchase of a $200,000 New York 
branch office building and because of his Dr. Edwards 
unsuccessful attempts to have his wife, Mrs. Gladys Sav- 
ory, elected to the board. Dr. Savory headed the firm 
since 1942. Both Dr. Savory and Dr. Edwards refused to 
comment on the shakeup. 


Mixed Group May Buy Chicago’s Trianon Ballroom 


A million dollar deal to take over Chicago’s world- 
famous Trianon Ballroom, which has steadfastly refused 
admittance to Negroes, is being discussed by an inter- 
racial syndicate headed by Truman K. Gibson Jr. of the 
International Boxing Club, his partner, Ted Jones, and 
owners of the Chez Paree night club. Gibson said nego- 
tiations have not gone beyond the preliminary stages, and 
that future plans for the place have not been discussed. 


La. Businessman Takes Life On Second Try 


A prominent New Orleans businessman, Clemont J. 
Vandage, 51, who tried unsuccessfully to take his life by 
gas poisoning on Mardi Gras Day, committed suicide 
eight days later by leaping off the Huey Long Bridge into 
the Mississippi River. Vandage had kissed his wife good- 
bye that morning, saying: “I'll see you later, darling.” 
Executive vice president of the Gertrude Geddes Willis 
Funeral Home and Insurance Co., he had no known finan- 
cial or domestic difficulties. However, he had been “very 
nervous” for some time, his wife said. 
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N. Y. Negro Named First White Bank Executive 

A 49-year-old New Jersey man was named assistant 
manager of a Harlem bank and became the first Negro 
to fill an executive post in a white commercial banking 
house in New York. Glascoe Jones, who will receive 
$4,000 a year in his New York post, moved up from teller 
at Harlem branch Corn Exchange bank to a supervisory 
position over some 30 employees, 23 of whom are Negroes. 
Manager C. A. Loisel said Jones will be in complete charge 
of tellers, bookkeepers, accountants, adjusters and other 
employees. 


Negro Realtor Offers $100,000 For Cleveland Project 

Cleveland hotel and real estate investor Alonzo G. 
Wright pledged an initial $100,000, promised $400,000 from 
other Negroes in a drive to raise working capital for a 
proposed $30,000,000 urban redevelopment project in the 
heart of the city’s Negro area. The proposed project in- 
cludes a $112 million shopping center, a $4 million apart- 


ment building, and new housing units.

High Court Says Negro Latherers Can Sue Union 

The U. S. Supreme Court ruled that the AFL Latherers 
Union was subject to the Sherman Anti-Trust Act and 
is liable to court suits by Negro craftsmen seeking to join 
the all-white group. Reversing a Chicago Federal court 
which held that Negroes could not sue the union under 
the act, the high court maintained that the union was 
engaged in interstate commerce. 


Oregon Names First Negro Field Labor Examiner 

Richard E. Winslow, 26-year-old Portland resident, was 
named a field examiner with the Oregon State Unem- 
ployment Compensation Commission at Hood River and 
became the first Negro to hold the position. He was 
hired to the $296-a-month job after he complained to the 
state’s FEPC that he was denied the job because of his 
race.

Paul Williams Designs Interracial Tenn. Hospital 

Los Angeles architect Paul Williams is donating his 
services free to designing the million dollar St. Jude Hos- 
pital in Memphis. The hospital, which radio and TV 
comedian Danny Thomas vowed to build after “God and 
St. Jude had made it possible for my family to be free 
from want,” will be open to all races and creeds. He 
said St. Jude advised him to stay in show business after 
he prayed for divine guidance. 


Man Walks Into Miami Hospital With Knife In Spine 
A 32-year-old Miami, Fla., man, who calmly walked into 
a hospital operating room where two husky doctors pulied 
a four-and-a-half-inch knife blade from his spinal column, 
was reported “in fine condition.” Melvin Scott, who was 
stabbed in the back in a tavern, did not know the knife 
was in his back until horrified bystanders told him. An 
X-ray showed the long blade narrowly missed the spinal 
cord, the aorta artery and the esophagus. Police held 
Collie Cooper, 22, for investigation in the stabbing.

A 20-year-old mother of two children, Mrs. Dorothy 
Smith, gave birth to triplets at her Detroit home, assisted 
by only a woman friend. The babies, all girls, ranged in 
weight from three pounds, nine ounces to three pounds, 
13 ounces. 


Second Set Of Siamese Twins Born In Jamaica 

A pair of Siamese twins, joined at the chest, was born 
dead in Jamaica to a peasant woman in the parish of 
Manchester who had only a district nurse to attend her. 
Last month, the first pair of Siamese twins ever delivered 
on the island, also was stillborn. 


Surgeon Gets $30,000 ‘Medical Science’ Grant 

Dr. Mitchell W. Spellman, assistant professor of surgery 
and a research fellow at the University of Minnesota, was 
given a $30,000 grant by the Mary R. Markle Foundation 
as a “scnolar in medical science.” The 34-year-old How- 
ard University graduate will receive $6,000 a year for five 
years while continuing surgical research at Minnesota.

$3,870.72 for two air-conditioning units installed in his 
plush Norfolk apartment. When Daddy Grace told the 
judge he did not order the units because he did not need 
them, the plaintiff’s lawyer asked him: “Do you need all 
the 12 Cadillacs you own?”

Fortunately for Mrs. 
Cunningham, estranged 
wife and mother of a 13- 
year-old-son, a grand jury 
failed to indict her after 
the shooting. But other 
women, embroiled in lov- 
ers’ quarrels which erupted 
into violence and death, 
have been less fortunate. 

Such was the case of 
Mrs. Ruby McCollum, 
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mother of three chil- 
dren of a wealthy Ne- 
gro, who fatally shot 
white Dr. C. Leroy 
Adams in Live Oak, 
Fla. Under question- 
ing, she admitted car- 
rying on an ill'cit re- 
lationship with the 
prominent medic and 
pointed to their 14- 
month-old daughter 
as proof. The news 
was so shocking to 
Mrs. McCollum’s hus- 
band that he died of 
a heart attack two 
days after the shoot- 
ing.

Fitting into such a formula was frail, 115-pound Ethel 
Little of New York, who shot her 200-pound, ex-boxer 
husband to death, then dumped his body into a Brooklyn 
park. Apprehended a few hours later, while calmly work- 
ing in her Harlem grocery, she told police: “I had to kill 
him. It was in me.” 


Even age is not a barrier to women who kill for love. 
In Memphis, 66-year-old Blanche Strong shot her 75-year- 
old common-law husband to death because she did not 
want him to move to Missouri. She matter-of-factly ex- 
plained to authorities, “I have nothing against Missouri. 
I just wanted him here, not there.”

S: The book is a short biography of Harriet Tubman, the 
most illustrious conductor on the 
legendary Underground Railroad by 
which thousands of slaves were spir- 
ited out of the U. S. to Canada and 
freedom. The Tubman story has been 
rescued by Mrs. Sterling from the ob- 
scurity of the archives and given a 
light, almost poetic interpretation. 

® Simply and sincerely, the Tubman 
saga is recorded from her youth on a 
as Maryland plantation to her death in 
Dorothy Sterling 1913 in Auburn, N. Y., at the age of 93. 
Previous biographies of Miss Tubman have been full of 
facts, dates and historical events, but have lacked the 
warmth of this portrait. Author Sterling has used the 
remarkable career of Harriet Tubman as an outline for 
a portrait of probably the most extraordinary of all anti- 
slavery fighters. 

® Miss Tubman’s sufferings as a young girl enslaved, her 
first love, her awakening to full womanhood and her 
rising indignation against the horrors of slavery, are de- 
scribed here without embellishment or condescension. Ob- 
viously, the author has familiarized herself with every 
aspect of the Tubman story and has selected highlights 
for dramatization. 

® This is an admirably documented and appealingly- 
written account of the career of one of the most amazing 
women in American history.—A.M.

The startled woman immediately called police, but be- 
fore the snuad car got him to the station, the bum, 71- 
year-old Roy Price, collapsed. 

At Highland Hospital, where his condition was diag- 
nosed as malnutrition, two nurses discovered that he had 
$2.500 sewn inside his overalls. Six of the bills were in 
$100 denominations, the rest in 20s, 10s and 5s. 

Incoherently, Price told physicians he had just arrived 
from the San Joaquin Valley cotton fields. Originally he 
had lived in Tennessee. He said he had earned the money 
picking cotton, but he did not explain why he was eating 
from a garbage can. 

Price’s case, however, is but one among hundreds. 
Police and welfare department archives in large cities re- 
veal numerous cases of bums and beggars who are ac- 
tually rich, but who .
